Although much evidence was obtained 


to show that the organisms found in the 
intestines of cholera victims are the real 
cause of the malady, the German Cholera 
Commi.s-.ion, whose investigations in India 
have just been completed, has fulled to 
produce the disease by inocculating lower 
animals with thu germs.

Af- 
ter man_\ experiments he communicated 
to a pi<> what appeared to have been 
genuine cholera, the animal having died 
within three hours after tlie administra- 
tion of cholera poison. 


Astonomers have found reason for be- 


lieving tuat the activity nf the sun, as 
indicated by the dark patches on its disc, 
waxes and wanes in a pretty regular 
period, and have concluded that eleven 
years may be taken as a close estimate 
of the time which must elapse between 
one soas-m of greatest disturbance and 
the next. 
To accord with this theory, a 


season ol greatest disturbance—that is, a 
sun spot, maximum—should have been 
reached in 1882 or early in 1883, but, 
instead, the day god still continues to 
show increased energy, and it even ap- 
pears q'. ite probable that the maximum 
of spots li.is not yet arrived.

THE SCINTILLATION OF THE STARS.— 


Mons. Montigny, of Brussels, has rtoticed 
in the scintillation of the stars a great 
preponderance of blue, the color of water 
or ice in great thickness, when the atmos- 
phere is heavily charged with watery va- 
por and rain is imminent. In June, 1883, 
he announced that for two months the 
twinkling of the stars had shown less of 
the blue than in the corresponding months 
of previous years, while green, a fair 
weather color, had been much more fre- 
quently seen. These-observations led him 
to predict that the succeeding part of the 
year would be unusually dry. 
It is now 


stated that his prediction was so accu- 
rately fulfilled that 1883 in Brussels was 
the driest year since 1879. 
A study of 


the atmospheric condition with the rain- 
band spectroscope has enabled observers 
to determine the character of immedi- 
ately approaching weather, but it is be- 
lieved that no spectroscopic indications 
have made it possible to forecast, ever 
so roughly, many consecutive months' 
weather. 


The Germans use at the present day 


among their furniture makers, carpenters 
and joiners, thirteen different varieties 
of saws, each one of which has its own 
peculiar size of teeth, as well as the dif- 
ferent relation of the teeth to each other. 
How important the thin saw blade is, 
not only as a means to save power, but 
also a means to save wood, can be seen 
from the following : A log of walnut, 
four meters long, and one meter diame- 
ter, cut into twenty pieces by the new 
horizontal saw frame, saves thirty milli- 
meters of wood, when compared -with the 
cutting of the old fashioned vertical saws.

—The General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church has a permanent committee 
of fifteen members which devotes its 
attention to the 
temperance 
subject 


exclusively. This committee has furnish- 
ed a report on the subject 
of the 


magnitude of the liquor traffic of the 
country, which is of ii.torest. 


The Presbyterian plan of fighting 


intemperance includes the keeping of 
figures of waste and useless expenditure 
constantly in public view. It also con- 
templates the enforcement of existing 
license and prohibitory laws by the found- 
ing of Law and Order Societies, and 
recommends the teaching in the pubIL 
schools of the laws of physiology and 
hygiene, with especial reference to the 
effects of alcohol on the human system. 


To the thoughtful observer the course 


of the Presbyterian body appears emi- 
nently wise and worthy of adoption by all 
religious bodies. 
The enforcement of 


existing laws, the proper enlightment of 
the public mind on the extent of the evils 
of intemperance and the training of the 
youth in habits of personal 
temperance 


are all ersential preliminaries to the final 
success of any great prohibitory move- 
ment.

the "masher" will seldom speak to a 
woman on the street unless she gives him 
some encouragement. lie would not go 
upon the street and invite attention un ess 
his invitations met with some response, 
and hence the girls are responsible for his 
presence.

INSANITY ANI> INTEMPERANCE.—Lord 


Shaftesbury, in his evidence before the 
select committee of 1859, says : "In the 
year 1843 I stated that a large proportion 
of the cases of lunacy was ascribable to 
intoxication, and that remark applies 
equ illy to the present time, for it is appli- 
cible to all times that habits of intemper- 
ance in so many instances lead to the 
development of insanity. We shall see 
how large a proportion of the cases of 
lunacy is ascribaule to intoxication, but 
we shall draw, moreover, this startling 
conclusion, that if thousands arc de- 
prived from this cause of their reason 
and incarcerated in madhouses, there 
must be manifold more who, though they 
fall short of the point of absolute insanity, 
are impaired in their understanding and 
moral perceptions." His lordship added 
that he had communicated with medical 
authorities, and the general consensus of 
opinion is tnat an immense prop irtion of 
cas.es of insanity arise more or less from 
the use of strong drink. I go a step 
'urtlier, and hold that there is abundant 
evidence to prove that to dissipation, 
drunkenness, a«d moral depravity, either 
directly or consequentially by transmis- 
sion to tbe next generation, is to be 
charged an immense proportion of the 
annual increase of lunacy. No person of 
authority will, I think, be found to deny 
that evil and corrupt living in the parents 
bears fruit in an unhealthy state both of 
body and mind in their offspring. 
In the 


lower animals the transmission not only of 
generic qualities but even of individual 
singularities is a familiar fact; so with 
mankind it is not to be expected that a 
pure stream will issue from a polluted 
source; and how foul and corrupt that 
source must be any one who sees the 
habits of the swarms of unfortunate 
creatures who nightly crowd tbe streets of 
any of our great cities may determine for 
himself.—The FortnigJUly Review. 


DEATH OF A HEBO.—Harry Leslie, 


the rope-walker,a week or two ago, died 
at Kingston, Va., of the results of a 
wound received in 1876. At that time 
he was walking a tight rope at Richmond, 
and was" just about to step into an upper 
window of the building to which the rope 
was fastened, when he saw a little girl 
rolling down the steep roof upon which 
she and her parents had been watching 
him. As she fell from tbe eaves he caught 
her safely, but lost his balance, and swung 
head downward with the child in his 
arms, striking his bead against tbe win- 
dow-sill as he fell.

The 
child was unhurt, but Leslie had received 
a deep gash in the head. 


THE PURE WATE11CYTH. 


The water question from a sanity point 


of view, is one of tbe most important of 
the day. 
Its purity ».nd impurity have 


been discussed over and over again, and 
is yet occupying much attention from both 
specialists and the general public. The 
various modet of its filtration, storage and 
conveyance have each in turn been widely 
nnd deeply 
examined. 
But in this 


lenghtened controversy one point seems 
to have been almost lost tight of, and that 
is whether pure water, be tt either derived 
from natural scources or produced by 
filtration, is really docirablo ; or, indeed, 
whether tt is to be found under such 
conditions that it could be employed for 
ordinary dietary purposes* ft is well 
worth while to examine both points calmly 
and critically. Absolutely pure water ii 
a myth, and ii not to be found io nature ; 
and even lupuosiug U could be obtained, 
it is extremely deubtful whether it could 
be safely utilized for domestic coniump- 
tlon. it is but a chemical conception, 
and whether we take rain water, or that 
from springs or river scourcei, owing to 
its solvent propensities, the absolutely 
pure, we again repeat is nowhere to be 
found in nature. 


Hard waters produce many maladic*, 


and soft water from lakes or rivers 
poscsses the unpleasant propensity of 
gathering an amount of poison from the 
lead cisterns and pipes through which it 
passes to tho consumer. This has been 
startingly exemplified in several painful 
cases of poisoning 
by drinking water 


conveyed from Loch Katrine. And yet, 
it must be borne in mind, the waters of 
this very Loch Katrine arc considered to 
be about tbe purest known. Consequently 
the qualities and conditions on which this 
action of water on lead depends being 
admittedly unknown, may we not safely 
assume that, within certain limits the 
sanitary quality of a given water is just 
the opposite to that of Its chemical 
purity ? 


Kuin water in towns is undoubtedly 


dangerous, for in falling it is seriously 
contaminated by the various gases nnd tlio 
foul air inseparable from the atmosphere 
of large cities. 
Still, rain water is free 


from organic elements, vegetable or ani- 
mal, as indeed water taken from deep 
wells and limestone springs will also be 
found. 
But once, let light and air, the 


two great creators and fertilizers of or- 
ganic life, act upon it, and its purity van- 
ishes. 
Minute vegetations form, and if 


tho water be stagnant this vegetation in- 
creases rapidly and soon spreads over the 
whole surface; below, the change is equal- 
ly as great and rapid. 
Every drop would 


be found, were it to be ex.in.ined, teem- 
ing with organic life. 


Tap the pure springs lying down deep 


in tho limestoua, and we get passably purn 
water (for even here it is not absolutely 
pure, for it contains a certain percentage 
of atmospheric air and n trace of inde- 
pendent oxygen), but if wo store it in 
leaden cisterns and distribute it for con- 
sumption through leaden pipes, we run se- 
rious risks of being poisoned. 
If *o 


store it in cemented tanks, the disc, ot 


atom, of carbonic acid that keeps tbe 
chalk dissolved, undergoes decomposition, 
and the carbon of the decomposed acid, 
set free to do as it likes, gives rise to the 
discoloration, and tha foulness and the or- 
ganic life, both animal and vegetable, im- 
ncdiately make their appearasce. The 
action of water, especially pure, or to- 
called pure water, on leaden pipes is to 
MS feared above all things. The absorp- 
tion of lead is inevitable, and the conse- 
juences disastrous if not aiway* cfoadly. 
May we not, theicf.ire, assume that water 
where a certain limited organic tjint is to 
>i! found is really the safest (or nil prac- 
iril niif.iv>iiA».f 
i l l t u ~ ....:,]

\tncrica, and the austere life which the 
tuns have already begun to lead there 
:ausi-d many people to await impatiently 
lie opening of the monastery for public 
nspeclion. 


The cells of the monastery contain 
nly a bed, a chair and a table, with a 
irown stone pitcher and a basin. 
They 


are each 8 by 10 feet, and have for beds 
vooden tables, covered with a tick con- 
aining a little straw. The Prioress of 
.he house was formerly known as Mis* 
Mia Crooks. Night and day two nuus 
tneel constantly before the Host. 
They 


ill rise at midnight and pray for two 
hours. 
Then they return to bed and 


sleep until 5:50 o'clock, when they rise 
nd engage in prayer in their cells. 
At 


6 o'clock they go to tbe chapel for pri- 
vate prayer and to assist in the mass. 
At o'clock a little coffee and bread is 
artaken of, and from 8.30 to 10:30 the 
uns work in the community rooms. 
)evotions follow till II o'clock, when a 
lain dinner is eaten. Meat is never eaten. 
<Vom dinner the nuns go to the cloister 
r garden for recreation. Except at thrs 
ime there is no conversation in the 
ousc, save such talk in undertones as 
;iay be absolutely necessary. There are 
ow in the monastery fifteen full nuns, 
ho wear a white habit and a black veil; 
ix lay sisters, who wear white habits and 
eils and black aprons, and ten postu- 
ants, who dress in black.

ary 31, 1830, in Washington county, Pn. 
In 1847 he giaduated from Washington 
College, and for several yeais thereafter 
taught school. 
lJuring n part of this pe- 


riod he was oni of the instructors in the 
Institution for the Blind in Philadelphia 
In 1853 he adopted the editorial profes- 
sion. 
Having removed to Maine, he 


edited the Kti nehec Journal and Port- 
land Mve, User for a series of years. 
In 


1858 
he was chosen a member of the 


Maine Legislature, in which he served 
four yeirs, two of them as Speaker of the 
House 
In lS'i.3 he was elected n Repre- 


sentative from Maine to the Thirty-eighth 
Congress, and served in that capicity 
until 1869, wh< n he was elected Speaker 
of the House. He retained the Speaker- 
ship until 1875, 
when Hon. Samuel J 


Randall succeeded him. In the following 
year, nt the National Republican Conven- 
tion in Cincinnati (when General Hayes 
was nominated), Mr. Blaine received the 
highest vote for President on tho opening 
ballot. 
In 1880 he was again a popular 


candidate for the same nomination, re- 
ceiving 282voteson the first ballot Upon 
the election of General Garfie d he be- 
came Secretary of State. 
He had been 


appointed by tlie Governor to succe d the 
late L. M. Moirill, upon the lattcr's re - 
ignation as Tl S. Senator, and the Legis- 
lature subsequently elected him for the 
term commencing March 4, 1877.

Blaine resigned the Senatorship to enter 
the Garfield Cabinet, and remained as 
Secretary of State until Ga,rfield's death, 
eight months 1 iter.

EDITOR GAZETTE:—A trip to the Wa- 


ter Gap from Bristol is pleasant and in- 
teresting, provided the time selected is 
not a warm day in summer. 
Even then 


refreshing breezes may counteract the 
effect of the sun's trying rays and help 
make the ride along the shore of the up- 
per Delaware attractive and desirable. 
The eye finds pleasing objects to satisfy 
and delight it as the train speeds along, 
and at some points in the changing view 
the outhok is fair and charming. 
The 


bright gliding river is a constant compan- 
ion, ever lovely to the sight, as it modest- 
ly flows between its green banks, or has- 
tily ripples over its rocky bed. 
At soire 


places it is hedged and guarded by higb 
perpendicular walls of rugged masonry, 
built by the hand of nature, and here we 
are reminded of the Palisades of the 
Hudson on a limited scale, or of the 
solid heights of Ausable chasm. 
At most 


places, however, it is set in a frame of 
trees and hills and grassy banks, which 
diversify the view and give beauty to the 
landscape. The quiet homes that here 
and there nestle among the deep shadows, 
lend their attractiveness to the scene, and 
seem mutely to announce that they are 
the abodes of peace and comfort. 


At Easton nature and art seem to have 


struggled with each other in behalf of 
their respective rights, and as the eye 
turns from the system of lofty bridges 
and looks upon tho city opposite, where 
the buildings seem to have climbed over 
one another, or threaten to fall upon and 
crush each other, it naturally fixes its gaze 
upon the substantial buildings of La Fay- 
ette College, lingering intently as though 
it had a personal interest in that import- 
ant institution. 


Beyond Easton the hills become more

The situation is in its favor, its position 
is admirable, and the conduct of its affairs 
is quiet,orderly and satisfactory.

delightful resort, capacious and accommo- 
dating, peaceful and restful, where weary 
nature may enjoy in sweet security its 
gentle restoratives. 
The lovely views 


from various points of outlook ever win 
the eye and charm the soul, and to the 
lover of nature these diversified views 
possess an interest that is always fresh 
and never tiresome. 


Among the attractive features of this 


healthful region are the pleasant paths 
among the hills, extendinc alonp the high 
rocky ledge that overlooks the placid 
river, winding among the hidden recesses 
that are shaded by thick growths of trees, 
or bordered by the luxuriant mountain 
shrubbery that abounds in such pleasing 
variety, and stretching away to the top 
of Mount Minsi with wayward and devi- 
ous course. 
If ever you come here and 


do not feel equal to the task of walking 
to the summit of the Mount, be sure to 
go as far, at least, as Prospect Rock. 
There rest for a while, forgetting the 
world and all its cares, and let your de- 
lighted vision range over the fascinating 
scene spread out before you. It is a 
soothing and captivating view, where the 
genius of nature appears; and as the eye 
happily dwells upon the lovely prospect, 
one irresistibly yields to a sense of serene 
enjoyment. 
Conspicuously on the right 


rises the broad and rugged shoulders of 
Mount Tammany, with its rough, dark- 
brown features abruptly broken on the 
river side, and stretching away from the 
sight under its dense robes of verdure. 
Blockade Mountain, directly in front, is

There are numerous drives in the vicin-

Hill and vale alternate pleasantly, and at 
many points in different directions there 
are interesting scenes that claim the atten- 
tion and win admiration. Wayside ob- 
jects of beauty, such as the modest wild 
flowers and graceful ferns, abound here iu 
profusion, and a little later the gorgeous 
rhododendrons will adorn the woodlands 
with their showy bloom.

mind while I write, but my letter is al- 
ready unreasonably long. I am prompted 
to say, however, before I close, that the 
pleasures of a brief sojourn here, as ex- 
perience has taught me, are enlivened by

Pennsylvania, delivered a lecture on 
Chemistry in the Ifduitrtal Ar»v which 
has just been reprinted fan* 'the Pfcila- 
delpbi* Industrial Review.

mary of the various important industries 
called into successful existence by a 
scientific knowledge of chemistry, thus 
marshalling all the facts that show the 
value of • chemical laboratory as part of 
the Tork-of the Univeraitr. Soda-ash, 
one of the Important substances in almost 
universal use, it to this day made by the 
process invented by a French apothecary, 
Leblanc, when France was cut off by war 
in 1794, from the kejp or iaa plant, which 
bad previously furnished the rawmsterial. 
In Europe this industry has been eocou- 
raped bv dime t aid from Government, 
both in England and on the Continent, 
until it has beoomean enormous business.

Soap and candle factories 
now produce glycerine from material 
which used to be thrown away. It is one 
of the important profits, because of its 
• application in the arts and sciences, duo 
entirely to chemical discovery. The vast 
production of manufactured manures in 
the United States is one of the factors in 
national prosperity, and it is duo to the 
intelligent use of chemical knowledge 
that value is thus given to what were once 
considered waste products. 
Professor 


Sadtlcr urges on the owners of large indus- 
trial establishments in and near Philadel- 
the necessity of helping to establish in 
connection with the University a labora- 
tory, to be tnnroughly equipped for the 
practical study of the crude materials nnd 
the processes and products of the great 
manufactories that contribute so much tu 
the sirong position held bv this city as a 
manufacturing centre. 
Here arc great 


textile fabric industries, the largest drug 
and chemical factories in the country, 
other large malt ing nnd brewing interests, 
large establishments,for extracting dye 
and mnnafacturing paint colors and for 
refiint; sugni, petroleum and other crude 
products.

TOMATO Vinrs —The fol- 


lowing plan has been recommended and 
extensively tried • Set in even rows three 
feet apart. As soon as large enough, 
hill well, and close to each plant drive a 
forked stick, leaving about 3 feet above 
ground. On tbe forks tie long poles 
firmly. Tu these train the vines, tying 
with string* and nip off the shoots that 
grow too far above them. 
By this means 


every fruit will be fine, free from mud. 
even nhon heavy rains fall, and tho.vines 
keep in bearing till late in autumn. The 
plants are more prolific, and but little 
fruit is lost, as is often the case when the 
vines rest on the ground. 
In case of 


early frosts double sheets of newspapers 
hung over the trellises will protect the 
tomatoes till all are gathered.
